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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) because they 
do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the description: reference number 38. 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1. 121(d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one 
figure is being amended.

Claim Objections 

2. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 1 recites the 
limitation "the brew chamber" in the preamble of the claim line 2. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by US 6,606,938 to 
Taylor. 

Taylor shows a beverage brewer as seen in Fig. 1, having a storage tank 14, a brew

chamber 46 for a single beverage brew, a metering chamber 16, a supply conduit 20, a delivery 
conduit 66, means for withdrawing heated water from the storage tank 30, air pump 58 and air 
actuator 42 to operate the means 30 and to expelling heated water from the metering chamber. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 2-5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Newman shows a hot water batch delivery system. Weber shows a coffee brewing 
apparatus. Beaulicu shows an apparatus for consecutively dispensing an equal volume of liquid.
